Laboratory 


Despite the fact that reading labora- 
what you dedicated the 
rehabilitation and happy adjustment 
the particular Johnnys and Joannies 
who develop migraine tendencies 
many otherwise healthy teacher, 
there still persists many areas lack 
confidence their services. Often- 
times the more professional the labora- 
tory, the more suspicious teachers are 
it.

How retarded should child be- 
fore being referred reading 
laboratory?

Can the average classroom teacher 
estimate these reading disabilities 
within her classroom? 

Ordinarily, yes, only her stand- 
ards comparative judgment. good 
teacher’s estimate pupil’s worth 
still valuable criterion any stand- 
ardized test, though the combination 
the two desirable. The laboratory’s 
diagnosis probably will more accu- 
rate, since the average classroom teacher 
does not administer the Stanford- 
Binet, nor any other individual 
test wherein the intelligence score 
not affected reading deficiency. Gen- 
erally, too, group reading scores repre- 
sent students’ frustration levels, whereas 
individual reading test, such 
Gray’s Oral Reading, Durrell’s Anal- 
ysis Reading Difficulties, indicates 
profile actual reading ability. 


Why much emphasis placed 
psychometrics, and particularly 
personality analysis, reading 
clinics? 

difficult draw sharp dividing 
line between diagnosis and treatment, 
since the procedures diagnosis, es- 
pecially the interview that follows the 


personality test, often have real thera- 
peutic value. Frequently has been 
our experience, for instance, receive 
messages from delighted parents, teach- 
ers, principals, who see complete 
change attitude and general scho- 
lastic improvement their children, 
when, our amusement, our files reveal 
that they are still the testing stage 
and have had remedial training 
yet. 

The task the laboratory three- 
fold: (1) concerned with deter- 
mining the present condition the 
student, together with 
causes and contributing factors. (2) 
tions for correcting the disability. (3) 
offers remedial reading instruction 
the areas which the diagnosis reveals 
need improvement. The first 
two functions are concededly the major 
contributions the reading laboratory; 
fact some centers not include the 
teaching reading their services, 
operating the principle that facing 
problem with all its etiological aspects 
illuminated half conquering it. 


Are the majority reading prob- 
lems caused personality mal- 
adjustments, the other way 
around? 

Reading and personality problems are 
intimately related. generally as- 
sumed that emotional instability may 
the cause well the effect 
reading handicap. However, the great 
majority reading-disability cases have 
experienced deviation either their 
emotional intellectual development 
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the time they have encountered 
reading. But there are social implica- 
tions reading ability, and even very 
young children are sensitive them; 
even before going school, they iden- 
tify success failure reading with 
their whole academic future. matter 
how loving his parents considerate 
his teachers, child cannot shielded 
from making his own comparison be- 
tween his ability interpret the printed 
page and that of. his classmates, and 
frequently develops entirely nat- 
ural feeling inferiority which some- 
times carries over his whole school 
life, indeed his social life well. 
The pathetic situation having 
younger brother sister outshine 
older child reading common 
setting for feelings inferiority, dis- 
couragement, resentment, and jealousy. 

Even homes where there 
question security and affection, chil- 
dren with reading problems frequently 
misinterpret their parents’ deep concern 
for their success dissatisfaction with 
them. appalling realize the great 
percentage children, even those com- 
ing from love-filled homes, who will 
answer “No” the question the 
California Primary Test Personality, 
“Do you feel that your parents love 
you?” When you draw them out 
this point, common explanation, given 
apparent sincerity, that they used 
to, before they realized how dumb they 
are school. “No” the most common 
answer the question, “Do you feel 
that you are going amount some- 
thing when you grow up?” 
the question, “Do those home help 
and encourage you, rather than make 
you nervous and upset?” These con- 
fusions growing the minds chil- 
dren who come from families sufficiently 
concerned pay any price for lessons 
and materials insure their children’s 
success the world books, suggest 
what less fortunate children suffer men- 
tally, result their first taste 
failure. 

Every child feels deep need for 
acceptance 
younger is, the more fearful and 
insecure is, and the greater his 
need for acceptance and approval. His 
need for affection great that any 
barriers, however slight, the flow 
love him disturb and frustrate 
him, and this case, his sense in- 
adequacy narrows his perception, makes 
him the more sensitive reprimands, 
produces physical tension, sometimes 
with accompanying nervous disorders. 
the other hand, reading disabili- 
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ties are sometimes the direct result 
child’s maladjustment. Social and 
emotional readiness loom large among 
the many interrelated factors readi- 
ness for reading, course. The fact 
that most little girls mature faster than 
little boys helps explain the large male 
registration reading laboratories, 
does the fact that girls are tempera- 
mentally better suited the school 
situation than boys; they “play school” 
when school over, whereas boys have 
more diversified and 
tions. Children with broad and mean- 
ingful experiential background are more 
likely psychologically ready for 
reading than those their classmates 
who have “just growed up” like Topsy. 
Those who are trained the self-con- 
trol that concentration requires and 
the unselfish, sympathetic attitude that 
listening demands have advantage 
over the little extroverts who must al- 
ways the center activity. People 
who are good listeners are likely 
good readers. 

are slowly acquiring greater 
awareness the complexity the 
reading process, the perception, the 
judgment, the imagination, the abstrac- 
tive and interpretive ability requires. 
know now that emotional states 
greatly affect learning. The loss 
touch with reality which often charac- 
terizes children suffering from malnu- 
trition, the absent-mindedness that in- 
dicates daydreaming, the antagonisms 
that reveal personal social malad- 
justments, the lack companionship 
that sometimes points asocial traits, 
the overdependency hypersensitivity 
that destroys self-confidence: these are 
but few the emotional factors 
which the wise teacher recognizes 
obstacles conquered before the 
child will enjoy any success the 
world books. 


Are children with superior ever 
referred reading laboratory? 
Yes, often, and they represent one 

the best contributions the reading 

laboratory education, since teaching 

bright person read like releasing 

the wings butterfly.

Why much stress laid upon 
mechanical devices 
laboratories; reading 
taught best through its 
medium, books?

they are new approach for most stu- 
dents and help develop new attitude.

Yes, almost without exception. the 
first interview, the child generally 
guarded and apprehensive; hasn’t 
decided let himself care.

ness without ceasing respect him 
individual promise. the child 
talks about his problems school and 
home, experiences deep sense 
relief; the emotions insecurity 
and fear rejection and the urge 
escape his responsibilities are longer 
overpowering. Children are generally 
responsive sincerity; they are quick 
catch artificiality, flattery, mini- 
mization their troubles. They resent 
being Clear, simple, 
unaffected speech that reflects their own 
attitudes and helps them think out their 
own problems best for most situations. 

Once the child’s confidence won, 
comparatively easy help him and 
get his co-operation. must 
given vitalized, individualized instruc- 
tional program with books and materials 
both his instructional and independ- 
ent reading levels, thus fitting the read- 
ing program specifically him, remov- 
ing the pressure and tension that results 
from unreasonable demands for achieve- 
ment. Children who have been disap- 
pointed their first reading experiences 
can best become motivated they are 
presented with materials matched 
their ability. Nothing succeeds like 
success; when child sees assign- 
ment through, let him taste the joy 
victory, even only the ques- 
tionable triumph being able re- 
port the latest adventure Donald 
Duck the wonderful Disney readers. 

person happiest when all his 
talents and potentialities are challenged, 
but not beyond the possibility suc- 
cess. Hope stimulated one begins 
feel that can attain desired 
objective. Enthusiasm, satisfaction, and 
self-confidence follow their normal 
order the typical pattern. The psy- 
chological and morale-building value 
checking progress puts incentive into 
each day’s work the laboratory; 
pupils usually graph their own efforts.

After nine months hard work every 
teacher has right feel that she 
has done man-size job and has accom- 
plished something that will last.

Nine months long time stay 
school desk, even it’s only for 
five hours day. And three months 
considered altogether too short for any 
average, normal “ball fire,” commonly 
known boy. Three months isn’t very 
long, but can long enough ruin 
and more important souls.

Preparation for Vacation 


would ruinous situation Catho- 
lic educators recognized the physical ad- 
vantages vacation time and neglected 
the moral dangers. would small 
tribute our profession Catholic teach- 
ers our pupils were good only during 
the academic year and left almost 
what they pleased during the remainder 
the time. Vacation frustrates its own 
purpose our pupils suffer moral harm 
while they enjoy physical development. 

With little foresight and effort 
the last days weeks class, can 
make “schooling” last all summer. The 
schedule boy undergoes big change 
during the summer. Where was free 
only few hours after school, now 
his own most the day. There are 
going long hours that need 
filled with something. Boys and girls too 
just will not allow hours pass 
empty. What they put into them will 
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depend largely what hints they re- 
ceived those last days school which 
are very important from educational 
viewpoint. 

Granted that these days class are 
very important and very favorable help- 
ing the pupils, what should tell them? 
Naturally they should brought 
clear realization the and 
vacation time. But can’t tell them 
everything, even little bit, and expect 
them remember it. 

The ideal would keep them under 
the direct guidance priests and religious 
all summer. This would ensure them 
against running into any kind harm. 
The Catholic camps that are spread over 
the country offer the solution. boy 
fortunate enough spend all part 
his summer one these camps, 
indeed one the privileged few. 
However, the majority our boys will 
left somewhat themselves good part 
the day. 


the boys know that you are really 
interested their big “catch.” 


Activities Available 


The answer—get them interested 
something wholesome and keep them in- 
terested. There are number things 
boys can that will serve the purpose 
that intend. Almost every neighborhood 
has peewee midget baseball team that 
will fill many would-be idle hours. 
the boy isn’t athlete, can num- 
ber other useful things. Hobbies, es- 
pecially active ones, can develop character 
while they prevent mischief. But two 
boys are going equally absorbed 
exactly the same activities. should 
try lay number possible things 
before them. Show them few pastimes 
and allow them choose the few that 
suit best the individual temperament. Work 
can one, work around the house, 
the yard, fixing fences, painting screens. 
Boys are more capable than sometimes 
imagine. Pets serve twofold purpose. 
They occupy the mind and body and 
the same time, force the boys take 
care them. It’s healthy feeling for 
boy know that his ducks need water 
from him. For those days when weather 
forces everyone stay indoors (usually 
when mom has headache and wants 
little quiet) there are another host 
more sedentary occupations that will hold 
the boy’s interest. They will appeal 
they are presented the right way. Some 
these are reading, collecting stamps, 
building model airplanes, and indoor games. 
These are only few the activities 
that will interest boys during the summer. 

But cannot simply mention possible 
summer activities and expect the boys 
figure them out themselves. Under 
such arrangement they would re- 
peating the odious midsummer phrase. 
“What can do? Everything dead.” 
Things must look alive and it’s part 
teacher’s job liven not only his 
classes, but the vacations well. 


Talk About Hobbies 

Get the boys interested. Tell few 
stories “what used do.” Give 
them real love for the outdoors, for 
animals and wildlife general. Give them 
good start toward hobby few 
practical lessons least few hints. 
remember teacher who was in- 
tensely interested birds and passed her 
liking them most her pupils. 
She made her knowledge and love 
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get into trouble long they are biting. 


her teaching. Youngsters will respond 
they think you are genuinely interested 
some particular hobby pastime. They 
will interested for other reason, 
just make you more interested them. 
You can even work out system scores 
and achievement charts. the way this 
will also dispense with next year’s com- 
position Spent Summer Vaca- 
tion,” which much hated and dreaded 
pupils the world over. 

For good idea how work the 
achievement idea, look the merit badge 
section Boy Scout book. The merit 
badge system has particular appeal 
boys. quite easy for good, upright 
boy leave your class good gold 
and return the fall somewhat tarnished 
and oftentimes downright soiled. pre- 
vent anything the kind every Catholic 
teacher should not omit mentioning some 
fundamental points remembered all 
summer. All the rest very good and 
will long way educating but the 
following are indispensable.

Lay Teachers Work 

wonder indeed. And for the layman, 
particularly the layman who trained and 
equipped teach who now occupied 
with acquiring such training, this carries 
heavy implications. one that number 
will attempt highlight some the 
most important considerations. 

First all, the qualified Catholic who 
respond the current need for Catholic 
school teachers the same sense that all 
Catholics have obligation apos- 
tolic work. would well mention 
here that the apostolicity the work 
the Catholic lay teacher was beautifully 
explored Miss Eileen Niemeier 
article which appeared the CATHOLIC 
October, 1953. The 
prospective Catholic teacher would well 
read this inspiring analysis lay teach- 
ing work “real collaboration the apos- 
tolate the Church” which “every act 
the teacher Christ will make into 
kind sacrament, and every thing into 
kind sacramental.” 


The Questions 

However, there are also other considera- 
tions, more properly practical ones, 
explored. For the Catholic who plans 
teacher speculations immediately 
arise concerning the lay teacher’s place 
the parish school diocesan high school 
staffed almost entirely religious. Would 
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perhaps feel out place there? Then 
too, would his position merely that 
temporary fill-in, “friend need” who 
subject replacement any time? 
And what about salary? 

With regard the first these diffi- 
culties, Pope Pius his encyclical 
letter the Christian Education 
Youth both acknowledged and commended 
the lay teacher’s place Catholic educa- 
tion when related: 

Indeed fills our -soul with consolation 
and gratitude toward the divine goodness 
see, side side with religious men and 
women engaged teaching, such large 
number excellent lay teachers. 

His Holiness was well aware, many 
Catholics are not, that the earliest parish 
schools were taught exclusively 
men, and that laymen have taught side 
side with religious the parish and dioc- 
esan schools the United States since 
the foundations the system were laid. 
1952, according survey which 
represented per cent the teaching 
Sisters the S., elementary schools 
the secular teachers number 7.6 per cent 
the number sisters; secondary 
schools, per cent; and Catholic col- 
leges, per cent. The findings this sur- 
vey were reported the September, 1953. 
JouRNAL. However, 
more recent estimates were given Msgr. 
Henry Bezou, superintendent Catholic 
schools New Orleans, when told the 
convention that already 
some per cent Catholic elementary 
teachers are lay persons and that the per- 
centage aproximately doubles itself the 
high school level. Small wonder that the 
new teacher hiring into Catholic school 
often finds his gratification and surprise 


that one several lay persons are al- 
ready the staff. 

The second consideration, concerning the 
stability the lay teacher’s employment 
Catholic school, not easily dis- 
missed. Msgr. Bezou, the address cited 
above, made reference the precarious- 
ness the lay teachers tenure when 
reflected that too often the lay teacher 
finds himself replaced his position 
religious when the religious community 
finds able make such adjust- 
ment. Msgr. Hald likewise recognized “un- 
certainty tenure” disadvantage. 
Moreover, alluded another circum- 
stance which tends make Catholic school 
teaching appear unattractive prospective 
teachers: principalships and administrative 
posts are closed them. this 
last disadvantage would probably appear 
far less foreboding for prospective 
teacher than the first. The practical Catho- 
lic readily acknowledges the rightful place 
the religious administrator Catholic 
school. But the thought that there may 
inherent insecurity lay teacher’s 
service cannot lightly received. 


Tenure Promised 

For reassurance that promiscuous hiring 
and laying off lay teachers mot ac- 
cepted practice Catholic educational 
circles, the worried teacher student need

The Lay Teacher, Permanent

tion, but happens often that not have 
both secure and hold competent 
lay teachers. These men and women are often 
willing make monetary sacrifice Catho- 
lic education but give them sufficient 
assurance that they will able provide 
for their families the things they have right 
expect. 

The lay teacher affords excellent op- 
portunity give family instruction our 
students, and where this teacher has the re- 
spect and confidence the pupils, the effect 
greater than could hope achieve. 
Then too, the lay teacher makes 
school representative sports events, dealing 
with social agencies such the Community 
Chests groups, etc., and public relations 
officer the school.

The Catholic who teacher and the 
Catholic student who soon enter the 
profession should, out apostolic zeal and 
justice himself least consider Catho- 
lic lay teaching profession. There are 
more aspects considered than have 
been illumined here, but the time spent 
exploration and investigation them 
all will time well spent indeed.

Christ’s precept, “Unless you become 
little children was spoken grown- 
ups. And unless you become little, unless 
you come down the child’s level, that 
is, identify yourself with the child and 
his experiences, you cannot understand the 
unique little creature, and you will never 
understand the child’s artistic expression. 
Unless you become little, you will never 
discover the tremendous individual differ- 
ences evidenced children all age 
levels. These differences are manifested 
various patterns growth and develop- 
ment and interrelationships perceptually, 
intellectually, physically, emotionally, so- 
cially, aesthetically, creatively, spiritually.? 
These interrelationships have definite 
effect upon the child’s artistic expression, 
which may never judged merely objec- 
tively adult standards. Without doubt, 
herein lies the most profound problem 
art education. 

this point, deep philosophical dis- 
cussion art and the four causes 
would out place, but let’s bring all 
down the child’s level. The four causes 
four requisites for “child” art might 
stated follows: 


Causes Child Art 

The final cause purpose the ac- 
tivity must fit into the child’s life and ex- 
periences well his final destiny.

Incompetent Judges 

Teachers are not the only grownups 
who fail grasp these strong basic truths 
the child.

There are those not too 
harmful grownups who not understand 
the child and humbly admit they know 
nothing about art, and have great

socially. His kinesthetic control may have 
physically. It’s just one great vicious circle 
and easy task set all the wheels into 
proper motion and co-ordination work 
one with the other. The child will need 
great deal encouragement balanced 
the same time with sufficient help 
prove that can “say” himself. Since 
identification the ego with the experi- 
dramatizing and discussing personal 
closely related familiar experiences will 
big help. Asking the right questions 
stimulate the action will require infinite 
patience and tolerance. Offering variety 
materials and media provided they are 
within the correct range the child 
his level may hasten the revival 
normal artistic expression, and also solve 
emotional problems 

Besides these major problems, there are 
numerous others many which must al- 
ways handled individual one 
each case. For example, the teacher must 
sense just when the best time in-

child. Now what about the parents, pastors, 
administrators especially those who are 
always measuring children 
standards? The teacher who really loves 
and understands the child and his art ex- 
pression will very enthusiastic about 
“child” art that she will make every effort 
convince all the other grownups about 
its validity and genuineness. P.T.A. 
meetings and other occasions she will

Another good, brief example was the 
substitute for the older full explana- 
tion the specific exigencies which 
prevented the issuance written orders 
advance” for the new and simpler 
form which asks full explanation 
why orders were not requested 
advance.” 

But let give more elaborate 
illustration which may seem unbeliev- 
able but which may found, too, 
learned journals professors’ English, 
including least few professors 
English. Here the original: 

“In commands where quarters have 
been built from funds allocated for spe- 
cific categories personnel, where 
the scale accommodations differs 
markedly, the interest full utiliza-

America Press), Dr. Frank O’Brien 
the New York City public schools 
discusses impediments growth and 
improvement administrative pro- 
gram planning.

These individuals like describe them- 
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selves representing the liberal 
forward looking segments their pro- 
fession. However, they seem moti- 
vated the fallacious assumption that 
anything new different per 
better than any belief practice pre- 
viously held, even though the real merits 
the latter have been proved 
vears experience valuable.” 


Danger Catholic Education

dominant ideas are dinned our ears 
the educational journals and the 
teachers’ conventions. The popular edu- 
cational textbooks used the teachers 
are additional propaganda source.

True Conservatism 

The other road block improve- 
ment educational practice the 
attitude those who stick without re- 
examination “the beliefs 
tices yesteryear,” disregarding any 
results, particularly practical matters, 
the passage time, the accumulation 
experience new knowledge new 
conditions. everything; hold fast 
that which good” good advice 
today was St. Paul’s day. Some 
practices get outmoded, and others 
take new significance and values, 
and still others hold promise better 
things.

The textbooks criminology examined 
(Taft, Sutherland, and Elliot) are amazing 
for the amount material and for their 
scope. ordinary college student likely 
get lost the wealth statistical 
detail and special studies. The students 
are likely miss seeing the trees for 
the forest. 

Unfortunately, underlying the field 
criminology the concept determinism. 
The law itself, which criminology should 
explain, holds the individual responsible 
for his acts, except for insanity other 
incapacity for duress. The sociologist 
become criminologist regards the individ- 
ual determined his past experience 
and, his situation with his background, 
there was nothing else do. was 
determined his past, and society must 


group, must beware those who 
believe that because something old 
stale good. must keep con- 
stantly mind Dr. O’Brien tells us: 
“Many our most valuable tenets and 
techniques have been evolved the 
past out the crucible long and 
evaluated experience, and for this rea- 
son alone they continue contain real 
worth within the essence their struc- 
ture.

Simple Textbooks Needed 

examination these textbooks raises 
questions about the teaching criminology 
the colleges and the need new 
type textbook. These textbooks, be- 
cause their great length, the mass 
undigested facts, and the number con- 
flicting studies can value only 
professional students the field crimi- 
nology. There ought simpler in- 
troductory course criminology intended 
for students the liberal arts who wish 
understand this aspect community 
life. would serve all students who, 
good citizens, want participate com- 
munity crime prevention programs. The 
more detailed presentation should re- 
served for the professionals the field. 
course, and therefore textbook, for the 
group outlined above and for use 
teacher-training institutions would have the 
following character: 

would briefer, the textbook 
having about 300 rather than 600 pages. 

would not clutter the 
book with sterile facts. 
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The conflicting studies would cited 
footnotes rather than the text. 

discussion should center around the legal 
classifications and definitions and not be- 
come general textbook social pathology 
and social disorganization. 

There should greater emphasis 
free will rather than determinism. 

The great contributions psychiatry 
should accepted, but the tendency 
overemphasize the psychiatric approach and 
particularly the philosophical implications 
some psychiatrists should overcome. 

should emphasize multiple-causal 
explanation crime particular situa- 
tions rather than general crime. 

should place primary emphasis 
throughout crime prevention. 

Some the Books 

remarkable book interesting teach- 
ers well criminologists Seduc- 
tion the Innocent Dr. Wertham. 
Here the amazing, shocking, and morally 
and intellectually cancerous crime comics 
are exposed after seven years investi- 
gation. The contents these stories are 
unbelievable. Minds filled with 
violence, sadism, sexual perversion, could 
hardly receptive the quiet presenta- 
tions the classroom. 


reinforcement this literature fully 
exposed. Unless you actually see some 
these books the moral turpitude au- 
thors, editors, and businessmen incon- 
ceivable. 


the books juvenile delinquency 
may comment only one here: The 
Barron. One naturally pauses over such 
title further propaganda for the strong 
determinist emphasis the social sciences. 
But not bad that. Here the 
author’s meaning his own words: 
theory delinquent society implies that 
society plays incredibly greater role 
making the individual juvenile delin- 
quent than the individual freely determines 
for himself (p. 202). The book itself 
certainly comprehensive review the 
whole problem juvenile delinquency.

Terms From Criminology, Especially 


Significant for Education 


Juvenile Delinquency 

Juvenile delinquency the state 
young offender who has primarily violated 
law, ordinance, regulations made 
authorized public agencies. called 
delinquent rather than criminal be- 
cause his immaturity due his age. 
His ordinary characteristics include: habit- 
ual frequent truancy from school and 
absence from home; antisocial conduct 
injurious the health, person, morals 
others; and habitual waywardness 
disobedience that uncontrolled parent 
guardian. 


Juvenile Courts 

Juvenile courts, first organized Amer- 
ica 1899, are courts provid- 
ing: (1) separate hearings for children’s 
juvenile cases; (2) probation service 
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for preliminary investigation 
visory care; (3) places detention sepa- 
rate from adults, and (3) its own court 
and probation records separate from those 
adult criminals. This separate treatment 
children from the regular criminal courts 
based the theory that all children 
are wards under the protection the 
state, and are not its enemies criminals 
are presumed be. 


Crime 

Crime most simply willful act 
omission forbidden and punishable law. 
This the essence the legal definition. 
Some criminologists call the antisocial acts 
which are called the law crimes merely 
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tions socially acceptable fashion. Such 
view tends remove responsibility from 
the delinquent criminal and assumes 
deterministic attitude. 


Recidivism 

Recidivism the state relapse into 
former criminal habits; the repetition 
crimes, particularly after punishment.

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TECHNIQUES TEACHING 


RELIGION 


Several years ago taught religion 
the four sophomore classes large high 
school. Having the opportunity teaching 
the same subject four times day gave 
the chance putting considerable time 
into the over-all preparation this one 
subject. Consequently, number special 
features, which educational language 
would known techniques, were intro- 
duced effort make the course 
interesting possible. This article con- 
tains list these techniques, ex- 
planation some the details involved 
carrying them out, and attempt 
realistic evaluation them. 

Before going into the subject proper 
necessary explain few details about 
the local situation which these techniques 
were employed. The school question 
was boys’ school and had four sophomore 
classes. The religion course was taught 
the same room and the same teacher 
for all four classes. 

Here, then, are the so-called special 
techniques attempted: special religion 
project for each individual during one six- 
week period; pamphlet month assign- 
ment; question box; special bulletin board 
features; interview representatives from 
each class with cloistered nun; explana- 
tion each boy parable the class; 
class visit sacristy and chapel; Stations 
Cross said class period once week 
during Lent; and emphasis the life 
the saint the day. 


Individual Projects 

Now for few comments each 
these procedures. One the most sur- 
prisingly- interesting and successful ven- 
tures was the project given each one 
six-week period assignment. This project 
was supposed represent from five 
hours work outside class. Many 
suggestions were Paris 
models, e.g. Jerusalem, Palestine, Cal- 
vary, etc.; scrapbooks particular themes, 
Blessed Virgin, saints, sacraments mira- 
cles, parables, etc.; personal works art, 
miniature altars churches, carved 
statues, paintings, etc. The 140 students 
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turned quite collection all these 
items. fact, room had found 
which store them. 

entire religion period was given for 
each class look over all the works and 
vote for the top ten. Prizes were 
awarded the winners. The better projects 
were exhibited for parents 
during the course the year. Some boys 
really spent much more than the required 
ten hours their project, whereas, judg- 
ing results there were also those who 
were given membership 
ished-Quick” club. But all all the boys 


really came across very well 
endeavor. 

Pamphlet Rack 
get students read something 


spiritual nature, early the year, con- 
structed pamphlet rack, took col- 
lection and bought more than 200 pamph- 
lets, all dealing with religious topics. All 
this good deal time and 
patience. Getting the pamphlet rack built 
was the first and hardest job all. 
thought would teach responsibility (or 
maybe was passing the buck) asking 
student volunteer make the rack, 
but turned out the individual volunteer 
was more willing than able, and the job 
fell back the teacher’s shoulders. The 
teacher also had the unpopular job 
gathering the collection and later selecting 
the pamphlets. 

Each student was assigned read and 
write short report least one pamph- 
let month. Extra reports were worth 
extra credit. The pamphlets were taken 
from the racks, reports were handed in, 
but exactly how much reading was done 
question that would hard answer. 
certain that many boys frequently 
during the year took the pamphlets only

scan through them for enough ideas make 
report. This might take little five 
ten minutes. There were other “bugs” 
the project: pamphlets wore out fast, 
some disappeared entirely went out 
circulation for long periods. Undoubtedly 
the boys did not get the full value that 
such program spiritual reading might 
have afforded, used full advantage. 
Knowing the ravages original sin, one 
would not too surprised learn this. 
But least they were all made aware 
that there exists such reading material and 
they were all exposed some degree 
read it. Some boys even showed the 
literature other members the family 
friends, both Catholic and non-Catho- 
lic. occasion the material served 
aid class discussion. This project did 
seem bear some worth-while fruit. 

Related the pamphlet rack located 
the rear the room, was question 
box. have had question boxes before and 
since, but this one the only one that 
really worked. Perhaps was because there 
were four classes involved and the total 
number boys provided better chance 
anonymity for the boy who had ques- 
tion. Any question that did not pertain 
the subject being treated class was 
written out and dropped the box. 
the end the day whatever questions 
were the box were taken and answers 
were given them the beginning each 
class the following day. Sometimes the en- 
tire period was used answer and discuss 
these questions, due sometimes perhaps to’ 
the conniving the students the 
design the teacher. There was course 
now and then question sort 
challenge the teacher’s patience more 
than his knowledge. But that all the 
line duty. general, the question box 
provided interest and variety the reli- 
gion period. 


The Bulletin Board 


attempt stir interest things 
dealing with religion was the assignment 
bring material for the bulletin board 
the religion room. The material was divided 
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into five topics: Religion the News, 
Saints the Week, Movies (comments 
and classification), Sports, and even Car- 
toons. Groups boys were assigned 
each topic. the beginning there was quite 
bit material and was changed two 
three times week. But time went 
on, efforts sagged. Maybe that was because 
the project was entirely voluntary. 
teacher would undoubtedly get better re- 
somehow working grades home- 
work into the affair. 


Interviews Students 

give the boys some first-hand ideas 
the life cloistered religious, inter- 
view was arranged with cloistered nun 
from one the convents the city. 
representative from each class, armed with 
given him his class, was 
hand get the information for his class. 
The Sister explained the daily schedule, the 
number Sisters, their ages, their regard 
for their vocation, the need for vocations, 
and other aspects their life. The boys 
did not run out questions, the inter- 
view lasted until the Sister had beg 
excused attend other duties. Each 
had quite interesting account 
give his class. The response and enthu- 
siasm this approach the cloistered life 
was very encouraging, especially view 
the usual reaction boys, and, for that 
matter, even many adult Catholics, 
the explanation the need for and the 
importance that life one not living it. 


Explaining the Parables 

little experience public speaking and 
research work was given the assignment 
explain the parables, which were included 
the program the religion course for 
that year. Each boy was given certain 
parable explain the class. reference 
library about ten books was made avail- 
able help the students with the necessary 
research work. Many explanations were 
sketchy, however, and some were even in- 
correct. Evidently that stage, the boys 
were far from scientific Scripture scholars. 
probably would have been better had 
they been obliged write out their ex- 
planations first for approval before the 
presentation the class. this way, the 
teacher could have made suggestions be- 
additions. 


Visit Church and Sacristy 
Since the religion program also called 
for study the Mass, visit was paid 
the class, along with the teacher, the 


sacristy and chapel the school. There, 


the sacred vessels, vestments, and other 
equipment were exhibited and their use 
explained. This was also the occasion for 
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comment serving the altar and con- 
duct general church and sacristy. 
Needless say, for one thing, the boys 
like the idea moving out the class- 
room now and then. 

There were protests either, when, 
during Lent, each class was taken the 
chapel make the Way the Cross. 
Such visits were scheduled during the reli- 
gion period, once week. 


The Saint the Day 

stir interest, add variety, and 
much possible excite the desire imi- 
tate, few words were spoken each day 
about the saint the day. Whatever 
knowiedge the boys had with regard 
the saint was solicited first. After while 
good number them picked the 
habit consulting the calendar and 
least being able answer what saint’s 
feast day was celebrated particular 
day. Everyone likes hear tell good 


story and the lives the saints provide 
plenty material that fascinating 
high school boys well everyone else. 
part every religion class. true that 
takes quite bit time, least the 
first time around the calendar, for the 
teacher inform himself about all these 
stars God’s team, but certainly seems 
well worth the effort, both for student and 
teacher. 

And that concludes the comment the 
special techniques employed 
religion during the course particular 
year the circumstances mentioned. This 
article was not meant long list 
brilliantly successful classroom ventures 
model teacher—far from it! 
only hoped that there may some useful 
thoughts for teachers who also find their 
ups and downs the sometimes rocky 
road education. 


Vocabulary Assembly 
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Have you ever tried assembly pro- 
gram utilizing vocabulary activities, with 
pupils contending prove their knowledge 
words? With fourth graders equal 
terms with eights? With complete audi- 
ence participation? movies and film- 
strips fail satisfy? Are patriotic observ- 
ances stereotyped? boys and girls need 
more assemblies? Perhaps, then, the 
following suggestions will 
challenging, and entertaining. 


Studying Words 


Let assume school which the 
study words, begins grade four 
integral part the language arts pro- 
gram. Any useful scheme suffice. One 
good plan’ concentrate upon fifteen 
twenty generic words which are sub- 
joined ‘specific words under 
the respective categories. For example,

these are generic words: go, see, say, 
happy, sad, and on; and these are 
specific words: rush, stare, whisper, buoy- 
ant, gloomy, and on. the generic 
word “go” studied, say for two-week 
period (allowing about minutes per 
week), average fourth-grade 
produce almost hundred specific words, 
which the following are typical: 


step plunge walk 
zoom escape track 
wander crawl troop 
visit glide stagger 
stumble slip speed 
take off approach march 
run creek 


Upper grades, being more mature, will 
greatly extend the fifth grade 
producing more than 100, the eighth grades 
considerably more than 200 specific words. 

The generic word “go” having been 
studied, another two-week cycle concerns 
“see,” and another cycle concerns “happy,” 
and on. And all the grades from four 
through eight make simultaneous study 
the various generic’ words, whole 
school will thus entirely familiar with 
this type vocabulary work: Hence, all 
the pupils will prepared for assem- 
bly words; and while only

number will contestants, all others will 
interested observers, and, will 
seen, participators the auditorium pro- 
gram. For every boy and girl, whether 
grade four grade eight, will have 
been exercised the same generic words, 
each class (and indeed each pupil) ac- 
cording ability. But everyone con- 
centrating upon the same broad area 
vocabulary and there thus established 
common bond based upon common 


The Assembly 

Now for the assembly itself (requiring 
about forty minutes). Let 
scrve moderator and two others re- 
corders. Then let two teams, each ten 
pupils, take their places upon the platform 
one side two fourth graders, two 
two sixths, two sevenths, and two 
eighths; and similarly second team 
the other side. 

The contest very simple. The modera- 
tor designates generic word, for example, 
the framework for the contest. 
Then each pupil, beginning with the four 
fourth graders, must give 
words meaning for example, 
run,” “hurry,” “rush,” “gallop.” 
These are listed the recorders. But 
words may repeated. Thus while the 
first four contestants will have relatively 
easy time produce the first words, 
the game becomes progressively more diffi- 
cult. the time eighth-grade pupils shall 
have come their turn, with the list al- 
ready numbering words, the difficulties 
are challenging. The game, then, 
reach 100 specific words meaning “go,” 
and the team wins, assuming that some 
fail, that contributes 
greater number. 
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Some Variations 

The moderator may enliven proceedings 
with number variations. Should given 
contestant fail add his new words, the 
moderator may call his opposite number, 
may award double points suc- 
cessful contribution member the 
opposite team that the same grade. 
neither team can progress, may in- 
vite the audience make contributions. 
These and other variations can easily 
program. the close, course, 
the winning team and its score are 


Pantomiming Words 
Here, too, most interesting way 
close the assembly. Let the moderator, 
the end the contest, bring onto the 
platform some pupils who are prepared 
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pantomime certain specific words while 
the audience asked guess the word. 
Thus, boy may limp across the stage, 
lurch, dawdle, rush, gallop, 
crawl. Several actors may march, 
parade, race. girl may dance, tip- 
toe, float, swish. costumes and 
scenic musical effects, the sky the 
limit. And all the while, the audience 
must guess the specific word 
being shown 


Choosing Contestants 

choose the contestants for the main 
part the assembly, any number varia- 
tions lend zest the affair. The grade 
teachers may choose representatives, The 
pupils may choose them. the moderator 
may call them from the audience just 
the beginning the assembly. This last 
scheme very interesting, insuring 
does that every last pupil (being 
warned) will his best 

Finally, the character the generic 
word provides variety. The word 
fairly easy, having literally hundreds 
specific words. the word Words 
like “good” “help” are less easy. Hence, 
would well begin with the 
easier words and advance the more 
difficult. With the latter type, ceiling 
words will proper; nor there 
any reason why more than one generic 
word (with small number specific 


words) could not used one assembly. 


Complete Participation 

Thus assembly vocabulary. For 
the pupils, provides novel and ex- 
citing period, which all share common 
enterprise. Both those the platform 
and those the audience are active par- 
ticipators, and what most exciting, the 
younger pupils compete fair and aus- 
terms with their older 
always satisfactory arrangement for the 
underdog! matter fact, half the 
excitement the assembly comes when 
one another fourth grader can put 
older pupil shame! Such assembly, 
too, gives great fillip the study 
vocabulary, and the amount dictionary 
work set off such program too 
astonishing relate. 

For the teacher, vocabulary assem- 
bly (and other phases the language arts 
are admirably suited similar 
programs) permits splendid correlation 
among the several grades. places the 
fourth-grade pupils upon fair terms with 
older pupils. easily wins complete audi- 
ence participation. makes the study 
words alive and personal. engages the 
competitive spirit boys and girls. And 
finally antidote the vacuous pas- 
sivity modern entertainment, 
vides lively program, real and “in 
person,” that from beginning end 
distinct intellectual challenge.

Each child has his desk card 
which are written random order five 
six answerless combinations. 
paring these cards the teacher will have 
careful that she makes two cards 
identical. She may arrange the combina- 
tions either vertically horizontally. Ac- 
cording her choice, she may place 
the cards only addition facts, only 
subtraction facts, both. 

Each child provides himself with half 
dozen buttons counters for the game. 

The teacher child who acts the 


“caller” has set small cards, each 
which. bears number. These numbers 
range from 18. These cards should 
placed face downward and mixed 
order. The “caller” picks one card 
after another and calls out the number 
bears. child finds his card com- 
bination, occasionally two combinations, 
which correspond the number called, 
places button that particular combina- 
tion. The first child cover all the com- 
binations his card calls out 

check his accuracy, the child 
then reads his combinations aloud, giving 
the answer for each. they are thus 
proved correct, that is, they correspond 
the numbers (the answers), called 
the the child the winner for 
that game. 
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How often have teachers complained 
the fact that too much responsibility 
lifted from the realms the home and 
dumped into the crowded classroom. Teach- 
ers seem imply that the parents not 
want share responsibility, are even 
consciously shirking putting the teacher 
into the position scholastic martyr. 

How often teachers ask parents 
share, really share—not simply making 
costumes for the school play, according 
strict specifications design, material, 
and final due date! the whole 
responsibility” may sometimes synon- 
ymous with taking all the honor and glory 
doing things, and wanting others 
contribute that glory, but never, 
never, taking actual part the planning 
and creation. 

Teachers are not the only clever people 
the field child training and getting 
the child things. Surely every teacher 
can remember doing things her own 
home, under the gentle persuasion 
sterner urging clever mother, the 
fields sewing, food preparation, 
character building, right choice read- 
ing, radio and programs.

These ratings and 
the ratings for course work combined 
furnish significant picture each pupil’s 
academic growth. 

Grading anything but developed 
science. can almost said that evalua- 
tion the most controversial part 
teaching. Granting the merits all sys- 
tems now use and not exaggerating their 
respective demerits, much remains 
done before can said that educa- 
tion operates full efficiency when 
attempts gauge pupil progress.

Summer Care 


When the heating season has come 
end, the school engineer must begin 
the annual major cleaning and renovation 
the heating plant.

Replace badly burned, warped, 
broken grate bars. the boiler 
stoker fired, find all air spaces the 
tuyéres and see that they are clear; badly 
burned cracked tuyéres should re- 
placed, and wind boxes must cleaned.
